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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 17 June 2005 have been fully considered. 
Claims 1-8, 10-12, 24, 25 and 75-84 are therefore allowed with the additional limitations 
included. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Claim 5 has been amended as follows: 

5. (Currently amended) The fiber optic module of claim 1, wherein the fiber optic module 
includes one or more grooves to slideably engage the de-latch puller. 

Examiner's Statement Of Reasons For Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-8, 10-12, 24, 25 and 75-84 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to disclose 
or reasonably suggest a nose receptacle to engage with a cage assembly and a pull-actuator to 
disengage and withdraw a nose receptacle from the cage assembly, where the module includes a 
de-latch puller slideably coupled to the nose receptacle for pulling in a direction away from the 
cage and a latching actuator engaged with the de-latch puller for disengaging the nose receptacle 
from the cage assembly and electro-optic transducers to convert optical and electrical signals. 
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The closest prior art of record is previously relied upon U.S. Patent 5,901,263 to Gaio et 
al. Gaio et al fails to disclose a nose receptacle to engage with a cage assembly with a de-latch 
puller slideably coupled to the nose receptacle for pulling in a direction away from the cage and 
a latching actuator engaged with the de-latch puller for disengaging the nose receptacle from the 
cage assembly and electro-optic transducers to convert optical and electrical signals. 
Specifically, Gaio et al fails to disclose a de-latch puller to pull in a direction away from the cage 
assembly. On the contrary, Gaio discloses a guide bail latch, which can be pulled up and down 
on an inclined plane to release the receptacle from the cage. 

Another pertinent art of record is applicant's previously patented case, U.S. Patent 
6,796,715. Applicant discloses a nose receptacle with a pull-actuator to release a module from a 
cage assembly and a printed circuit board including transducers to convert optical and electrical 
signals, however, the pull-actuator is not claimed to include a de-latch puller which pulls in a 
direction away from the cage to disengage the cage from the receptacle.
